Four little children, the oldest being 


a bright little girl of eleven 
years.

greater part of Tuesday and Wednes- 
day at their home in Columbia street 
alone and 
unprotected 
while 
their 


parents, Mr. and Mrs. Frank McDan- 
iels were enjoying an outing at Buck- 
eye Lake. 


The attention of the Humane Soci- 


ety was called to the condition of at- 
fairs and the investigation which was 
made by Officer Charles Bader of that 
organization and Acting Captain Geo. 
McClure of the night police force, re- 
vealed a deplorable state of affairs In 
the McDaniels' home. 


It was about 8 o'clock Wednesday 


night when the-first information came 
to the officers. 
Neighbors complained 


that the little children had been at 
home all day alone and that they were 
still alone when they needed the care 


the water. 
The screams of his wife 


attracted I he attention of his rescuers. 


When asked what he was dolu;? in 


the water and why he iitlempted sui- 
cide, 
I ho man merely replied that he 


was doing It to spite his wife. 


For some time past, MoDaniels said 


he was working for a plumber in this 
city. 
He was employed t'li a railroad 


as watchman several years ago and 
suffered an injury to his lower limbs 
at that time. 
This leit hint in poor 


health and now he has abcesses on one 
of his legs. He tried to use this as an 
reason why IIP should not be arrested, 
claiming that he was in no condition 
to walk to the city prison.

ther had gone to the Maryland metrop- 
olis as some sort of a fire insurance 
agent. The boy advanced rapidly in 
the public schools and graduated early 
from the high school. Then he took a 
course in the College 'of the City of 
Xew York, paying his way by writing 
.lokes, stories or anything that would 
sell for the papers and magazines. 
When he was only seventeen he had 
turned out a tale of the dime novel, 
'•Deadeye Dick" variety. He was al- 
ways a prodigious worker, writing at a 
tearing rate, having been known to 
turn out as much as 20,000 words in 
one day. Any one who knows anything 
about literary work will realize just 
how monumental a task this is. With 
many writers 2,000 words are consid- 
ered a fair day's work. Young Sinclair 
ran at this steam engine rate while in 
school. Before he was twenty he had 
seat out a mass of stuff equal in vol- 
ume to the writings of Sir Walter 
Scott. 


After finishing at the New York col- 


lege he took a four years' postgradu- 
ate course at Columbia, still doing lit- 
erary "hack" work. It is said that he 
started on forty different courses and 
practically dropped them all. Finally 
at the age of twenty-two he left school 
aud decided to write the "great Ameri- 
can novel." Every young blade who 
aspired to a career iu letters bas har- 
bored that dream of writing the "great 
American novel." It is as certain as 
the measles or the mumps. Sinclair 
uot only dreamed of it, but went about 
the task, tearing through it at the same 
mile a minute gait that he does most 
of his work. Finally it was done, and 
with high hopes he started to the pub- 
li«her. It was the old story. That par- 
ticular gatekeeper of the road to liter- 
ary emiueuce had no suspicion of fu- 
ture "Jungles" wrapped up in this 
young mau's consciousness and sent 
the story back. Then the manuscript 
went the rounds. It is said that it 
made a record in the matter of rejec- 
tions, having been passed up more 
times than any other tale ever offered. 
All the book publishers in the couutry 
bad the privilege of "returning it with 
thanks." Then the magazine editors 
got a whack at it and were quite as eu- 
thusiastic in rejecting it as had been 
the book men. In the end it had scored 
the unprecedented number of thirty- 
seven refusals. Finally it was publish- 
ed. and the public rejected it with a 
unanimity greater than that of tbe 
publishers and editors.

His First Real Success.

'Mauassas" was a success iu a small 
way, 
the lirst real one the boy author 


had scored. 


For two or three years he had dream- 


ed of writing a story that would ex- 
pose the trusts, and some of the beef 
trust revelations turned his eyes in 
that direction. Going to Packingtown, 
Chicago, be lived in the midst of scenes 
he would describe, for many weeks. 
Being somewhat known as a socialist, 
the workingmen in tbe packing houses, 
most of whom are socialists, freely 
gave him the facts. 


The book was mostly written in a lit-

He did not write "The Jungle" at the 


railroad speed at which he had torn 
through his other books. He was about 
uiiie months at the actual placing of it 
on paper. He has said that so much did 
he feel the story that to hold up the pic- 
ture to the end almost killed him. Hfe 
lived that story. Others live it while 
reading it. 


"The Jungle" was first published in 


the Appeal to Reason. Then it was of- 
fered iu book form to a New York pub- 
lishing house, who decided to take it, 
provided certain changes were made. 
Sinclair refused to make them. An- 
other bouse got tbe book. The rest is 
history.

NOT INDICTED 


A True Bill Is Found Against the 


Standard Oil Company. 


QUICK WORK BY GRAND JURY 


Report Wa» a Surprise, as the Inves- 


tigation Was Only Begun—Another 
Grand Jury Ordered to Go Over 
Ground Not Covered by Complaint 
Made at Cleveland. 


Chicago, Aug 9—In the Investiga- 


tion begun before a grand jury at 
Cleveland, O., which was abandoned 
and then resumed here, an indictment 
charging the Standard Oil company 
with receiving rebates in the form of 
nonpayment of storage charges to 
certain railroad companies was re- 
turned by the federal grand jury be- 
fore Judge S. H. Bethea. The indict- 
ment came as a surprise, inasmuch 
as the grand jury had just begun the 
investigation. 


The Standard Oil company is the 


only defendant, no officials of the 
company and no railroad companies 
or officials being named. 
The bond 


of the company' was fixed by Judge 
Bethea at $25,000. 


It will be necessary for officials of 


the Standard Oil company to appear 
in court and present bond of ?25,000 
for the corporation. 


This is the case investigated by the 


grand jury in Cleveland, O., where it 
was found the grand jury was with- 
out jurisdiction. The testimony taken 
there was transferred to Chicago, and 
the documents in evidence were iden- 
tified by witnesses who testified in 
Cleveland. It was on this testimony 
and evidence that the indictment was 
returned so quickly. 


The indictment contains 19 counts, 


each count constituting a separate 
charge under the Elkins law, which 
provides a fine of from $1,000 to $20,- 
000 for each violation. Under this 
indictment, should the government 
procure a conviction at the trial of the 
issues, a fine of $380,000 as a maxi- 
mum under the Elkins law may be 
assessed. 


The indictment alleges that by a 


system of granting the Standard Oil 
company certain concessions, the oil 
company benefited to the extent of 
$8,056.72 from August, 1903, to Feb- 
ruary, 1905. The indictment, as ex- 
plained by the government attorneys, 
means that in 19 instances certain 
,consignments .of oil for ~the Standard 
Oil company were stored by the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad 
company, and that the railroad com- 
pany received no payment of 5 cents 
per ton per day from the oil company 
for such storage, but that its com- 
petitors were compelled to pay this 
amount. This is equivalent to grant- 
ing a. concession, it is charged, the 
nonpayment of the storage charges 
being practically a rebate in favor of 
the oil company. Each count sets up 
a discrimination of from $300'to $500 
a month in favor of the oil company. 


By order of Judge Bethea a second 


grand jury -was drawn and summoned 
to appear Tuesday. This body will 
investigate the business methods of 
the 
Standard 
Oil company 
from 


where the first inquisitorial body was 
compelled to leave off. The second 
jury will begin its investigation with 
March, 1905.

NOT A CAUSE 


EOR DISPUTE 


Jap Poachers Will Be Treated the 


Same as Burglars. 


THEIR RAID WAS DISASTROUS 


They Found They Were Not Dealing 


With 
Russians When They Got 


Within Range of Guns In the Hands 
of United States Officials—Not an 
International Incident, 


Washington, Aug. 9. — No fear is 


felt here of any trouble with Japan 
over the shooting of five Japanese 
ers in the Alaskan seal fields. 


The Japanese charge, Mr. Miyaoka, 


called at the state department for in- 
formation about the killing of the 
Japanese. 
He had received no dis- 


patches 
from his government con- 


cerning the affair, and Acting Secre- 
tary Bacon gave him the same infor- 
mation sent to Ambassador Wright. 


Seals are recognized as property 


by international law, and the Jap- 
anese killed on St. Paul island stand 
in the same position as burglars shot 
in the act of stealing, according to 
prominent authorities on internation- 
al law. No international incident can 
result from the shooting of the Jap- 
anese poachers, it is said at the state 
department. This government has no 
amends to make to Japan, other than 
those that courtesy may prompt and 
a mere expression of regret that such 
an incident should take place is all 
that is looked for. Japan has no 
treaty obligations which in any way 
require her to protect seals in the 
Bering sea. 


After discussing the matter with 


Mr. Bacon, Mr. Miyaoka agreed that 
it was not a case to cause an inter- 
national incident, and' that it- was1 
similar to other clashes that have oc- 
curred between citizens of one coun- 
try on the soil of another. 


The following contains 
the main 


features of the dispatch of Solicitor 
Sims, sent to the department of com- 
merce and labor, and which was ca- 
bled by Acting Secretary Bacon to 
Ambassador Wright at Tokyo: "Fur 
seal rookeries, St Paul island, were 
raided by crews of Japanese schoon- 
ers. July 16 and 17. About 200 seals 
were killed, but raiders were event- 
ually repulsed as a result of courage- 
ous action of Chief Agent Lembkey 
and Assistant Agent Judge as head of 
native guard. Five raiders were kill- 
ed and 12 captured, two of letter be- 
ing badly wounded. Three boats and 
some small arms also captured. Force 
protecting rookeries suffered no cas- 
ualties. The schooners were first ob- 
served on July 16 and were close to 
shore, easily within 3-mile limit. On 
this day a boat's crew of six men, 
which had landed at northeast point, 
were surprised 
and captured by 


Agent Lembkey and native 
guards 


without casualty on either side. On 
the morning of July 17 two native 
watchmen shot and killed two and 
wounded one of an 
armed landing 


party. Crews" of schooner, under pro- 
tection of a dense fog, shot seals in 
water close to shore most of day. Dur- 
ing this time shotgun firing, which 
could be easily heard from shore, was 
frequent. Unknown how many seals 
were killed in this manner, but num- 
ber must have been considerable." 


It is probable that exchanges will 


be had soon with the Japanese gov- 
ernment in which this government 
will express its deep regrets at the 
loss of life. 


It is not intended to send any more 


revenue cutters into Alaskan waters, 
as it is understood that the ships 
there are sufficient to protect the in- 
terests of the citizens of this govera- 
men. 


Acting Attorney General Russell 


has given no instructions to the Unit- 
ed States attorney at Valdez, where 
it is presumed the Japanese poachers 
will be tried. Whether the depart- 
ment takes any part in the matter 
will depend entirely on developments, 
The United States attorney there is 
under general instructions to prose- 
cute all violators of the law, and it 
is presumed at the department that 
he will proceed under these instruc- 
tions. The active agents of the United 
States government in the conflict 
which resulted in the killing and 
wounding of the Japanese poachers 
are Walter I. Lembky of Philadelphia 
and James Judge of Columbus, O. 
Lembhy is the chief agent at the fur 
seal fisheries of Alaska and Judge is 
one of his assistant agents. Both are 
located on St Paul island of the Prib- 
iloff group. 


I>embky has been in the service 


about 15 years. He is held in high 
regard by the officials of the depart- 
ment, who say that he is able, con- 
wrvativa 
and 
thoroughly 
trust- 


worthy. His business is to grnard the 
spal ro«Vkeri«?s, rarnrularly d'lring th° 
breedine season, which is also th«» 
killing season, between Mav 1 and 
Sejit. 15. Judge has been in tnp ser- 
vice about 12 years and is a very 
competent official. 


The native guards referred to in 


the dispatch of Solicitor Sims are In- 
dians who reside on the island. Con- 
gress makes an appropriation 
for 


their support and ih*>y practically are 
•wards of the government 
The In 


dians pkp out an existence by work 
Ing ttn tlio North Auieuoan Commer- 
cial company, skinning 
»b<> seals 


which the company Is permitted to 
take under Its concessions from the 
United States. There are 115 of these 
guards on St Paul inland. 


It has been many years since the 


navy had any part in the patrol of 
the seal islands of Alaska, but 10 
years ago there was quite a fleet ol 
vessels in Bering, sea under command 
of a captain. An officer who was 
thr«e years on this service says that 
never in his recollection was a raid 
made so early in the season as this 
by the Japanese. 
The raiders here- 


tofore would wait until later In the 
fall when the nlghrs were longer and 
make descents upon the rookeries at 
night. At present it is said that there 
is daylight during the 24 hours in 
those waters. For 10 years the pa- 
troling of the islands was under the 
direction of the treasury department 
through the revenue service. 
Since 


the establishment of the department 
of commerce and labor the control of 
the seal islands has been vested in 
that department, although the treas- 
ury 
department furnishes revenue 


cutters to keep raiders away. 


Acting 
Secretary Bacon has re- 


ceived no further advices from any 
source regarding the case of the Jap- 
anese poachers in Alaska. The de- 
tailed report of Solicitor Sims, who 
first reported the matter to the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, is 
awaited. 
> 


Japan Awaits Details. 


Tokyo, Aug. 9. — The Japanese gov- 


ernment does not yet possess any de- 
tails of the Aleutian incident, and is 
therefore not in a position to express 
its views. The news is generally re- 
ceived with regret and the hope is 
'expressed that no unpleasant compli- 
cation will develop.

ginning lo low its distinction as tlu> 
king of American rare coins. 
Just 


two years ago ;( dollar o! thi:; date- 
was sold to W. L. Dunham of Chi- 
casro for $1,100, which was regarded 
as a low figure at that time, ah the 
record price is around ?2,0(jo. 


This remarkable dollar 
has pio 


dufRd a curious phase in coin colk-ct- 
•ing and dostioyc-d many generally nc- 
ropted theories as to what gives value 
lo a coin. 
It has long been asserted 


by coin collectors and 
dealers I nut 


the premium on a coin was entirely 
due to its scarcity and that the age 
of the coin itself had nothing to do 
with it. 


Tnis theory hardly applies to tho 


180-1 dollar, for at the very 
least 


there are 18 specimens in existence. 
Yet there are other denominations of 
United States coins of 
which 
only 


three or four specimens r.re known, 
and which do not bring onc-twontieth 
of the record price of the- 18d4 dol- 
lar. 


Sixty years ago not a single speci- 


men of the 1<^01 dollar was known tD 
be in existence. 
Then in 184.°. ono 


come to light, and after 
that year 


from time to time additional coins 
have cropped out until ten years ago 
as many as eight, specimens were in 
the hands of the collectors. This num- 
ber lias gradually increased unril ai 
the present time thirteen are said tj 
be definitely located. 


I'he desire of 
overy 
collector to 


have one of these coins &eems in no 
wise lessened 
by each 
year's new 


crop. 
For weeks preceding and fol- 


lowing the sale of an 1S04 dollar 
there is always a spirited controversy 
as to the standing of the coin. Nu- 
mismatists are practically divided in- 
to two camps, one being of the opin- 
ion that those coins were issued by 
the government, while the other de- 
clares that the coin is an out and out 
fake and that the 
government has 


never regularly minted one of them. 
Although the mint records say that 
39,320 silver dollars were coined ii> 
1804, 
the holder? of the latter theory 


maintain that this has 
never been 


proved and that al the early records 
are open to doubt. 


That dies were made for a coin of 


this denomination they do not deny 
but they say that they were not 'ised 
in 3';04. They say {hat every ono of 
the 1S04 coins now in existence were 
restruck 
from these original dies by 


employes of the mint in Philadelphia 
some time between 1836 and 1869. 


As proof of this theory if is pointed 


out that the late M. A. Stickney of 
Salem, Mass., v.-ho had colected coim, 
from 1817 and had been on the con- 
stant outlook for an 1804 dollars did 
not obtain one until 
18-53, 
when a 


specimen was given him by one of the 
ofHcers of the mint in exchange for 
some coins. This 1804 dollar was the 
first specimen to come into public no- 
tice.

ISOG, and this was cne of the reasons 
why certain persons declared that :t 
was a restriko of that period. On the
